Tweed's ConfesBlon. 

The confession of William M. Twoed, 
now thut it Ims been declined by thu At- 
torney General, •will soon be mudo public. 
The IHbuno, whoi-o roprosentativo baa 
leen the dooumeiit sayn tlii»t it ia a full 
settiiig forth of til*? whola cuso, not oveu 
hiB closest coufedoiato being spared; be- 
oauso, ns he asserts, they h:iil all dcsorteil 
him. The following is a brief ncoouiit of 
the origin and triinsnotioiis of the ring:— 

"Tweed states thiit tlie.Eiug originiiteJ 
in a liftbit -.whioli Mayor Hoffman, Comp- 
troller Bre'nnan, end Turk Commissionor 
Peter B. Sweeny hiul of lunching togoihor 
daily iu tho City Hall to divide poliiiuiil 
patronage. Under the old arrungomeut 
Sweeny claimed and was cnuoeded tho ap- 
pointment of all jiuiiuial oilicors, so Unit 
Barnard and Cardozo are to bo croditod 
>1>B6lately tobim. When Connolly suc- 
ceeded Brennan and Hall followed 
Hoffman, they fell heirs to the places at 
lunch table. 

It was shortly after Connolly canio into 
place that Btealiug was introduced, with 
the consent of all parties. After tho big 
frauds got under \v.iy it was agreed that 
Twaed-Bliould have general management; 
"'Opttnolly should look after the division 
of the money; Hall was to draw up all 
naedf ill bills, while Sweeny was te run 
tho judiciary in the general interest. 
When tho tirst division of actual stealings 
■was aiTaugcd Counoily elioso Watson to 
represiMit iiim,T»eed t-.clected ^Yoodward, 
Peter B. Hwoeny named bin brother, 
James 31. Sweeny, and Oakey Hall put 
forward Hugh Smith. At lirat Watson an J 
Woodward got nothing but the interest 
of tho money peuding its distribution. Of 
course they did not hurry to distribute it. 
Tho tirst diilicnlty in tho King was in 
consequence of dcl.iysin this distiibiUiou. 
It was found that Watson and Woodward 
must bo paid in some other way to insure 
prompt distribution, and hence it was ar- 
ranged to give them five per cent. 

Tho original distribution, had been as 
follows: Tweed, 25 per cent.; Connolly, 
20 per cent.; Hal!, 10 per cent.; Sweony, 
10 per cent. ; the other :''> per cent, going 
to tboavtisans, Garvey, Keysorand otherH, 
and the dealers, Davidson, IngersoU and 
others. All of them knevr all about tho 
stealing. The question came up in Hall's 
absence one day as to -who should pay 
Watson and Woodward and tho absent 
rogue suffered. It was decided to give 
Woodward and Watson 5 per cent., and 
doit without detriment to tho rogues pre- 
sent, it was resolved that Hall's sharo 
ahou'ld be cut down to 5 per cent., and tho 
rest given to the poor subordinates. Hall 
grumbled, but had to submit. The total 
paid him is consequently loi?9 than any of 
the otherH, but it is no small sum. In tho 
statement of Tweed, tho sum total of tho 
ohacka paid Hugh Smith (Hall's agent) 
BOW in Tweed'.s possession is found to 
be 83-18,000.03. 

The copy submitted to Mr. Fairobild, 
when returned, boro marks of having 
passed through many hands, for there 
wore annotations iu dill'ereut cliirogriphy 
after almost every name on tho list of 
• Jkhcise whoso checks Tweed holds. The.se 
ne«og are evidently the explanations which 
thoBO charged with receiving money have 
made to the Attorney General or are like- 
ly to make in court. It is evident that 
somebody in possot^sion of tho statement 
has called on each aoeuseil man and asked 
him his explanation of tho receipt of each 
eheok-from Tweed. Theso notes corro- 
bafe information which Townsend and 
Tweed have received that private use was 
being made of the statement in voriou.i 
political interests. It is apparent from 
tho rcBult of Tweed's application that his 
statemout -.vus too general. It tre.uls up- 
on too many toes. Tweed may be very 
useful to tho city and Stnte, but once let 
loose like a bull iu a china shop, with 
•uoh tell-tale ch«cki in his possession, ho 
would ruin half the respectable Ohristwn 
statesmen of both parlies in the State. 
Hence his suppression." 

TuE TuiPLE Cuow.N OF Till: Poi'i;. — 
Galigani's Messenger says: Tho Papal 
tiara is like the crowns of sovoreif^'ne, 
Humptuously ndorned with precious 
stones, tho inoHt prominent of which 
is ft splendid diiinioud. llich ns it ia, 
however, il is far ii'om equaling thoso, 
about ten iu number, which wore pos- 
Besaed b; the Vatican. Tho number of 
thMe' tiaras had been goin^' on in- 
croftBinj,' since Pope Bouifiico VIII., 
and oacli suvpaKsod its predecessor iu 
value. Financial diilicultie.s more than 
onco forced the Popes to sell tho jew- 
els sat in theflo crowns iu order to pay 
th«ir debts; at the accession of Popo 
Pii^B VII. there was only one left; tho 
only papal tlarn at tho Vatican was a 
paBtcbDiiV'! ' ono, with iinitntioii jew- 
elB. After llio Concordat, about 1801, 
Napoleon I. made Pius"" VII. apresont 
of a now tiara. It is the same that in 
flow used, and .was valued nt 220, 0(10 
francs. Itscupola consist:) of 8 rubie;;, 
ajt'ueaijH, aiul 1 euipniU. Tho c.\-oi!H 
'iffoomposod of 12 lailliaiilH; tho talin 
.Ire studded \vith rubies and pearls.

tho bead of tho Pope, who, by tho 
way Bcaroely ever wears it. This tiara 
was caref tally concealed in 1818, and 
only taken out of its hiding-])laco after 
the B'ronch troops had ciitorcd liomc. 
Tho principal diamond of tho Papal 
tiara has i\ hi.story attached to it, which 
begins from Charles the Bold, Duko 
of Burgundy. This Prince had apds- 
sion for jewelry, and there was not a 
woalthior man than ho in tho fifteenth 
century. Whouevor he was engaged 
iu a campaign, his gold and .silver 
vosaols, bis diamonds luul jewels iu- 
I variably accoiupauiod him . Now, hav- 
ing been beatou by the Swiss nt Grand- 
son, ho fled, leaving his treasure" 'on 
the fioltl of battle, and among tlioin 
three beautiful diamonds. Tho first 
was discovered by a soldier under a 
cart. It wao thp largest and most 
valuable, having being sold to tho 
Duko of Burgundy by tho Great Mo- 
gul. Tho lucky iiuder, not knowing the 
value of tho stouo. Hung il iuto n liold, 
but, repeuling of bis act, pick- 
ed it up again and sold it for a crown 
(eou) to a priost, who resold it for 
three to a Bernese citizen. The latter 
who was bettor informed, disposed of 
it for 5,000 ducats. It passed through 
other hands for 7,000, and was pur- 
chased for 11,000 by tho Duke of Mil- 
an, Ludovico il Moro, who sold it to 
Pope Julius II. for 20,000 ducats. Tho 
second diamond is the well-known 
Sancy, and the third adorns the crown 
of Austria, and is valued at 3,000,000 
francs. 

Fobtuue's "Wheel in Gotham.— "Bur- 
leigh" of the Boston "Journal" thus 
concisely tells a story of the times — of 
vast financial successes, of ruinous 
speculations and sudden downfall — 
as illustrated by the case of one of 
New York's heaviest real estate opera- 
tors.

Not content with this ho was 
induced by a speculator to take hold 
of a railroad. Ho bought bonds at GO. 
Soon after l.hoy went down to -10, and 
the gentleman took all he could get 
his hands on. He bought the road. 
Ho proposed to run it. Ho found it 
unfurnished; ho cquipijcd it; spent 
?30U,()UO in locomotives and rolling 
stock, liuin came to hira as it comes 
to every cue who dabbles in outside 
matter.^J. Tho panic completed his 
demoralization. His New York pnjp- 
orty was mortgaged for more than it 
was worth, 'io-day he Las ceased to 
struggle. Few men will bo tho wiser 
for all this. Here is a man who a few 
months ago bad a royal income of 
?800,000 a year. He wanted to make 
it a million. To day he is hopelessly 
bankrupt.

An Essay on Compulsory £duoatioi\. 

The following ossay was rend before 
tho Teacher's Convention on Thursday 
evening by BIrs. A. M. Herring of 
Langloy, and was much appreciated by 
those lu-OHout: 

Mr. Ghainaaii, Ladies and Qonthrinun: — 
Feeling tho subject of compulsory educa- 
tion or attondance to bo ono of vital im- 
portance; both to tho prosperity of onr 
seiiool-systom aud tho well-being of tho 
rising generation, I intend to say a few 
words upon it to elicit tho opinions and 
auggesticns of my oontemi^oraries. 

it must be very ovidout to every render 
of our Buporintendant's last report, that 
the . percentage of non-attenduuce 
in our schools is very groat; even amount- 
ing to an absence of three da^-s out of tivo 
in .somo cases. Why aro these children 
absent? Wo grow weary ia repeating so 
often tho (juostion and dispirited to Ihul 
tho frivulity of the so-ualled reasons, 
compelling tho belief that school doo.s 
well enough, when there iu nothing else 
to do. Is not school the principal busi- 
ness of every child's life ? Is it not from 
the knov/ledgo gained there that the 
afterlife of each is to ho made or marred? 
And yot tho children, to say the least, aro 
cutting wood, driving or hunting stray 
cattle, weeding orojjs, fishing, ploughing 
idanting, sowing, building, etc., and 1 
inu.-t .say that many of these employments 
aro by no means confined to tho boys; but 
that which is done in our schools under 
jnoper supervision, viz: — mixing the 
Koxes, is done iu these thing.s without su- 
pervision and no one cavil.s at it. 

Some may say, well, ia not this tho 
pr.actical part of their education ? You 
are :;pi!,d;ing of the rural districts, will 
not these cbildron grow up to bo farmers 
and farmors wives? Thoy must from 
bare necessity, for what olse aro they fit- 
teil, aud that without a collateral idea, 
mui'h less study to counturbalanco as iu 
(ii.ethu's allot;ory of Wilhelm Moister's 
journey through and his subsequent ox- 
periouee in thu pedagogic provinoo. Now 
we know this from tho inert, uuimngina- 
tive nature of many of our rural popula- 
tion, onhancodby tho uneventful, unambi- 
tious, isolated, and evon flow of life 
around them, would fettle down iu tho ma- 
jority of cases, into what would lie scarce- 
Jy more than an animal existence, a burden 
to themselvos and a pest to society, only 
partially held iu chock by tlio expensive 
machinery of the law. Is not this a cry- 
ing ovil? Can anything but education 
ameliorate it ? And is not that very moans 
(iu so muiiy instances, known ouly tu 
tho hardworking toac.hcr, shown by our 
statijticul returns to tho Buporintendent, 
and experiouced by him, iu many of the 
unsatisfactory points which his examina- 
tion, thorough as it is cannot fail to eli- 
cit) shamefully neglected? Tho dullest 
child must learn, to some extent, if ho ia 
only in his place in the school room reg- 
ularly, but who cau hope, or wdio keep 
lieart for tho incessant work which wu 
have, when three of the five days which 
should bo given to education, aro apcnt 
in the woods, on the river, or in lees de- 
sirable places. 

We know tho oxcurps which wa hoar 
from parenti and children are often ex- 
tremely lame;and it would reciuiro nothing 
but a Uttlo energy and peracvorftuco, (1 
might b.iy a Uttlo common interest in 
their children) on their part to double 
tho present sohool attendance; nothieg 
will stimnloto them to this, but tho firm 
hand of tho law, the fear of a lim»,a ijosaiblo 
impriionmcnt. It will take long to con- 
viuco them that they may not do as they 
will with their 0W4I, that the children 
they possess, aro as talents lent upon 
usury, of which a strict account must bo 
rendered, and until parents themselves 
aro BufHciontly enlightened to re- 
recognise this fact those who "ha\-e 
tho rule over thum" are in a 
measure responsible. Wo have prisons 
and a penitentiary, if the laws of tho hind 
are broken Wt) take the dolinquonta and 
force them tu spend their time in ono of 
thosij wlii!(.i tho ox-pensea are defray- 
ed from public tase^. Now their 
is a si)ecial tax levied for our 
schools why should not tlu! law bo put iu 
forco, \vhich wouhl canpcl a certain 
amount of the time of every child to bi» 
spout within tho walla of their resiiectivo 
school-houses, of which there are so many 
scattered through tho province. This 
would bo acting upon the advico of tho 
old proverb, "Provontioii is bettor than 
cure." Prevention, by a proiier training 
the youthful mind , may, and in the end 
lOiV/ Hucoeed, while porma'iont eure for 
vicious habit.ionce ougendered is soidom, 
if over, fully ellected; and, until attend- 
ance at sohool is made compulsory wo 
shall find (with the onward march of civ- 
ilization), tho prisons and penitentiary 
will r(>ijuirc onhireomeut long before our 
schools iiLcl any extension. Of oourae it 
is tho iicvt g.UKiratia-J, which woiiM feel 
tho greatest linnelU from the onforctunont 
of this net, for us wo look at many of tho 
mothers of this the thought must force 
itself upon us, 'What can wo expect from 
their eliildronV' As tho prevention of 
ci imo must be tiio jjromotion of happi- 
iios!j, wo foi>l tho social and jmlitical wis- 
dom of the ro])ly, give-n l)y Mailanin do 
Htael, to Najjolaon l!onapai-t'\ in aniiwor 
to his oucjuiry, as to the bu.-^t mctliod of 
promoting the hapj)ino3a of hi^ sulijocts, 
when she said "lustrnctthe mothers of the 
French p80ijh'."Whon the mothorsbeoomo 
instructed the compulsory act mayatill bo 
iu e.Ki.'-tenec, but its enforcement by law 
will seldom bo neceasury. Ilomo inllu- 
ouco will lill the rschools, and do uku-o for 
the social aud political woll-hoing than 
any forco which cquld be brought to bear ; 
but compulsion miist initiate this statu 
of afVairs, as in often (]U0te(t PrusHia, 
wliin-e it is n.iid, 'should compulsion eeasu 
tomorrow, the .=(chools would remain a.s 
lull 08 tboy aro to-day.' Wliy is tl\is? 
Simply beeauKu '.*S oat oent. of (ho popu- 
lation aro oduoidod, 

There is no doubt that great dilllculty 
would boat first exporionccil 111 carrying 
out this act, mainly incitlontal to the now- 
noBS of ouv eounlry. in tint lirst place, 
had roads; no roads; overgrown trails, low 
lying prairie land, witli its deep mud and 
rank grass, swollen rivers to cross, not to 
riUMitiou lh(< heavy ruin;;, and occaaionally 
ditej) falls of Biiuw. .'Ngaiu many local 
ftuthoritio.'i might bo inclinoil to show par- 
tiality; or they might not feel inclined to 
trouble thoinsidves in tho matter for fear 
of beooming unpopular, and so diminish- 
ing their political influence. Why not 
allow the teacher to riiako complaint to 
some spccilied authority. Very fow por- 
Hous ill any district, I suiiposo, lake .so 
much heiirly interest iu the schools as wo 
ilii, and 1 think few of us would mind tho 
liermnuil annoyaneo, which might occtv- 
Hiiinally ari:)!', from tho uaa of ouv au- 
Ihurity, no long as our sehool.s beeuaio 
prosperous; thoroughly well taught they 



of absenteeism. If wo began with p firm 
but kindly hand, I think wo should find 
many of tho present diflicultics which 
hedge us in growing hoautifnlly less.
